{CASH GRAIN TIGKETS 
ARE NOW BULED AS 
~TKABLE, RECEIPTS 


The following short article form The 
Guide should prove of interest to our 
farmer readers, and at the same time 
may saye them troublé:— 

“A number of enquiries having come 
to The Guide with regard to the tax 
stamp on cash grain ttickets, we re- 
ferred he matter to the Department of 
Customs and Excise, and on November 
28th we published copy of a ruling of 
the departmtnt furnished by the Winni’ 
peg offict. © 

We are now in reccipt of further in- 
formation. The ruling then published 
was correct as far as it went, but it 
did not go far enough and it lent itself 
{Oo a very erroneous interpretation The 
department has ruled that a cash grain 
tick¢t is a receipt and taxable as such 
whether or not the words “Received 
payment” appear on it. Cash grain 
tickets where the amount is. ten dolars 
or over must thereore bear a two-cent 
stamp, and the law places the responsi

| bility of affixing the stamp upon the 


person who issues the. receipt. | 

It is important that this. should be 
clearly understood, for the pro- 
vides a penalty. “not exceeding” $100.00 
for failure to affix the necessary stamp 
on receipts where .the amount is ten 
dollars or over. Farrpférs should there 
fore affix a wo-ceng*’stamp on all cash 
grain tickets of $10 or over when cash- 
No one else is under an 
obligation by law to see that the stamp 
is affixed, but the person who signs 
the ticktt and fails to affix the stamp 
may find himself ia court and liable
